An editing 
control part 2 is set in a sentence input mode wjjefrthe flag 42 is set at "1" 
together with an instant sentence input mode^Set. While a task is selected if 
the flag 42 is set at "0" with the iristaro^ntence input mode set. Thus a sen- 
tence input mode is immediately se>wter the power supply is turned off for 
interruption of the input of seni>ffces and applying the power supply for restart 
of input of sentences. The^Sn input operation can be started. This improves 
the operability of tl^etffitence processor.

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PURPOSE: To obtain an electronic equipment which can save the power supply 
and improve the operability by providing a setting means which can select 
the presence or absence of a power supply saving mode in response to the 
request of an operator. 

CONSTITUTION: A power saving counter 6 counts down its count value as the 
time elapses as long as no key input is detected in case a power saving mode 
is designated. Then the power saving mode is set when the count value of 
the counter 6 is equal to "0". While the count value of the counter 6 is never 
reduced less than a prescribed level if the power saving mode is not designated. 
Thus, the power saving mode can be selected and set in case it is desired to 
stop the power consumption of a battery, etc. Furthermore, the power saving 
mode can be avoided in such a case where the operability of an electronic 
equipment is deteriorated with the power saving mode set for use of an AC 
power supply.

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PURPOSE: To prevent the failure cause when a power supply is applied by validat- 
ing only the command of make that are delivered in the lapse of a prescrjfretf 
period of time after a command of break is produced in such a systgparwhere 
the power supplies of the same devices are controlled by the^ptfwer supply 
make/break commands of plural computer systems. ^^^^ 

CONSTITUTION: A power supply break command forip^Cfevice given from an 
electronic computer system 10 is decoded anda^Sreak command line (p) is 
driven. Thus, the power supply of the IO dejp^eis cut off by the signal given 
from a power supply make/break contm**£ircuit 24. At the same time, a timer 
circuit 21 is started. The circuit^^*^ inactive after a prescribed period of 
time. Then a make commanj^tne (q) is driven when a power supply make 
command is delivered ta^M*same IO device from an electronic computer system 
15. This power SLmpJ<make command is validated after a prescribed period 
of time or invalidated before lapse of said prescribed period respectively. This 
producesi^e^ailure when the power supply is applied.
